ent income tax law that they 
are 
able to take care of themselves. The 
law was designed to make them pay 
a big portion of tjic w ar debt, 
but 
since it has lieen in operation, large 
incomes in the high surtax brackets 
have become almost negligible 
be­ 
cause wealth ha» gone to tax-exempt 
securities. 
Tiie Mellon plan recommends itself 
as one that will help the whole coun­ 
try and that should lie the first con­ 
cern of everv true American.

Ea»*h year several days before the 
holiday the warden o f the 
prison 
calls him to his office and hands him 
the release. 


He goes back to his cell and dress­ 
es in his best street elothes of navy 
blue. His shoes are neatly polished 
and there is money in his 
pocket 
which the thoughtful warden has giv­ 
en him. He is a free man again. 


Shortly afterwards an elderly man, 
walking very straight, may be seen 
leaving the prison gates. He boards a 
train at the station for his home and 
spends a pleasant holiday. 


Before the parole lapses he is back 
.again, back to the punishment 
of 
prison life.

less and no surtax at all would be 
levied on incomes under $10,000. 


Certainly this does riot make .the 


Mellon plan look like it is beneficial 
only to the wealthy.

ly to withdraw tlieir wealth 
from- 


tax-free securities and invest it in 
productive enterprises, if they 
are 


assured that practically all of their 
earnings above .a certain 
amount 


will not be taken by the federal gov- 
ernment >as taxes. 


Investment of money in business 


co'ncerns stimulates business 
and 


increase payrolls. More and 
better 


wages means more amooey will be 
spent for the necessities of life and 
that spells prosperity. 


We hold no brief for the rich. It 


has been demonstrated by the pres- 
ent income tax law that they 
are 


able to take care of themselves. The 
law was designed to'make them pay 
a big. portion 'of tjie war debt, but 
since it has been in operation, large 
incomes in the high surtax brackets 
ihave beeoine almost, negligible 
be- 


cause wealth has gone to ta*-exempt 
securities. 


The Mellon plan recommends itself 


as one that will help the whole coun- 
try and that should be the first con- 
cern of every true American.
